withall a bufy and perplexed. fnqui- 
ry, both amongft Divines and Philo- 
fophers, concerning the Origine of 
Fountains, their various ufeful Qua- 
lities, and how they became inriched 
with them; their, Perennity, and con- 
ftant flowing for fo many Ages ; their 
valt depth in the loweft Bowels of the 
Earth, where they.are often found ; 
and again, their ftrange afcent and 
heighth, and breaking out, as they 
fometimes do, in the higheft Tops 
and Summities of Mountains, and 
many more of nolefs difficult Solution. 
But tho the fearch into thefe things 
be exceeding ‘pleafant to inquifitive 
Minds, and it might not be unwel- 
come tomany.of you to difcufs them; 
Yet it is not fo proper for the Pulpit, 
C2 as 
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as the Schools ; and would not well 
become a Difcourfe, which defigns to 
minifter to Devotion, rather than to 
gratify your Curiofity, and delight 
your Fancies. 

Yet that I may not tantalize-your 
Minds by a meer ftarting of Queftions, 
nor difoblige you by a. vexing Dif 
appointment, I will firft refer you 
to thofe Authors, who by what they 
fay themfclves, and by directing you 
to near an hundred more, may, if not 
fatisfy the curious, yet weary the 


‘moftt inquifitive and induftrious : 


and having done that, tho I wade 
not through, fhall dip a little into 
thefe Queftions.

I fhall have occafion to mention him 
hereafter. 

But not to tire my felfand you with 
naming more, the Englifh Reader 
may ..meet with more Satisfaction, 
than he could expe& in fo few Pages 
from any other Pen, in the acurate- 
ly learned, and truly great Man, the 
Author of Origines Sacre, lib. 2.cap. 
4. §..6. whofe great: Happinefs it is 


to {peak much in a little, and be fhort 
without Obfcurity, at once concife. 


and perfpicuous, brief and clear. 
And having before, I hope, fatisty- 
ingly, provd that God made the 
Fountains : Let. me briefly touch the 
Way, the Manner, the Art by res 
that 
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that great and wife Artificer per- 
_ form’d this Work, producd and made 
-them. And to difmifs and wave the 
ret, there are three Opinions, which 


almo{t all that write on this Subject; 
chiefly infilt upon. 

1. Firft; Some afcribe the Ori- 
gine of Fountains, to the ‘Franfmu- 
tation of the Elements; Airand Va- - 
pours, fay they, getting into the Ca- 
verns and hollow Recefles of the 
Earth, are by the Coldnefs of thie 


~ Rocks and Stones condenfed and tur- 


ned into Waters, as we fee in Vaults 
and Cellerss; the Stone Walls will . 


-ftand with Drops, efpecially when: 


the Air is thick and moift. This O- 
pinion glories in no lefs Author, 
than. him who was the great Secre- 
tary of Nature, /riffotle. 

This, I confefs, may do fomething, 
produce fome little Rills and fainter 
Springs; but the Objection againtt it 
fcems rationally {trong,andunanfwera- 
bles asto more noble Fountains,which 
flow ubere vend,from the vaft quantities 
of Waters they fend forth, which we 
C 4: can- 
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cannot conceive, how this means a- 
Jone can poffibly fupply and fur- 
nifh, 

2. Others fuppofe them to arife from 
the falling of Rain, and diffolution 
of Snow, foaking into the Bowels of 
the Earth, and when it finks into the 
hollow Caverns of it, glides through 
them, till it finds fome vent, and 
makes a Spring at its Eruption, or 
place of breaking forth. And tho 
there may be fome colour for this in 
fome Times and Places, as near the 
Alps, yet this is befet with greater 
Difficulties than the former from 
the exceeding depth of many-{ubter- 
raneous Waters, and the Times and 
Places,where the Rains and Snows,are 
none, or few and finall, and yet af- 
ford both plenteous and conftant 
Fountains. 

3. Therefore the third and beft 
Opinion, and which is befet With 
eafieft Objections, is, That Fountains 
arife from the Sea,and from vaft Stores 
and Treafuries of Water, made by 
God, and referved under ground, in 


vaft 
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vaft capacious Cifterns and Cellars, 
for this end and ufe. 

And this Opinion fairly claims 
and pleads both: the patronage of. 
Scripture, and the fuffrage of Rea-. 
fon. 

Firft , of Scripture, which often 
mentions the great Abyf{s, the Deep, 
the Depths, ( the fame with “Plato's 
Barathron) as the Womb and Mother - 
of Springs. Gen. 7. 11. The. Fountains - 
of the great Deep-were broken up, to > 
make the Flood. And again, chap: 
8.2. The Fountains : of the Deep 
were flopped.. And Fob 38.16, they 
are call'd the Springs of the Sea. Pfal.~ 
33. 7. He dayeth-up the Depth in Store- 
boufes, to besthus:broach‘d and iffued 
forth. Ecclefi1.7. All-the Rivers run : 


- intothe Sea, and yet the Sea is not full: . 


xuto the place from whence the ‘Rivers . 
come, thither they return again.. They 
come from the Sea through the Bow: - 
els‘ of the Earth; and return-unte » 
it, through:the Chanels in the Surface » 
afit. Fountains are the Mouths by - 
which the Sea and great Aby{s vomit, . 
219% C 5 and ; 
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and caft forth thofe mighty Streams, 

the Rivers. 
And with the Scripture-Teftimony 
concur Plato and Seneca, and other 
Naturalifts. And the Sum of this 
Opinion is, That there are vaft pro- 
digious Quantities of Water referved 
under ground, in huge Caverns and 
1ollow Receptacles: and that the Sea 
ath alfo in the fides and bottom of 
t, either Joofe fpungy Earth, which 
he Waters eafily penetrate, and foak 
Mrough : Or elfe large Offia, wide 
lefts and gaping Orifices, and Whirl- 
pits 5 by which it empties out,and dif- 
burdens it felf of its fuperfluous Wa- 
ters: without which Evacuations, 
and difcharging of it felf of that vaft 
ma{s of Waters, which flow continu- 
ally into it by fo many Rivers, it muft 
neceffarily and unavoidably  over- 
flow the Earth, which is “moft: obvi- 
oufly manifeft in the Ca/piaz Sea, 
which hath no -vifible Intercourfe 
with,- or outlet into the main Ocean, 
and yet the Waters which run into it 
from the might Volga in one Year; 
were 
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were fufficient to drown that part of 
the World; ‘fhould it not have fecret 

conveyances and ways of Evacuatt- 
ons to prevent-its over-flowing.. 

Some have ingenioufly compar’d ' 
this Terraqueows G)obe,to a great Ani- 
mal: the vaft Abyf is as the Heart 
or Liver ( or the Blood-bowl inthe : 
ruftick Phrafe);thefe Waters are the 
Blood; the hollow. Caverns’ under » 
Ground, and the Chanels of the Ri- - 
vers inthe Surface, are as the Arte- - 
ries and Veins, by which this Blood . 
“circulates, and where its Apertures, and 
places of breaking-forth are, there — 
are the Springs and Fountains, which . 
refemble the Orifices upon the prick- - 
ing or opening of a Vein by Phlebo- :. 
tomy.: : 

And whereas the Sea is falt, and ' 
many Fountains frefhs this accountis - 
given, That God at firft made all the 
Waters {weet and frefh, and thofe’ 
vat ftores treafured up ittthe Bowels . 
of the Earth retain thofe their. primt--. 
tive Qualities; tho in great Wifdom, . 
he after made the Sea falt, to pre- -

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vent its PutrefaGion by Stagnation ; 


and to make it fitter for the Nourith-: | | 


ment of living Creatures in it, and 
more commodious for Navigation, 
the ftrength of the falt Water bearing 

, thofe Veffels of Burden, which were 
it frefh, would fink to the bottom 
with their own weight: an Egg will 
{wim in {trong Brine. 

And for the Sea-Water, which 
pafies out, as aforefaid, the fixed Salt 
is {trained off by Percollation - and 
the volatil Salt, partly by Evaporati- 
on by the fubterraneous Fires, and 
partly by mixing with the fweet Wa- 
ters in the bowels of the Earth, as al- 
fo of thofe made of tranfmuted Air 
and Vapours; and farther by Ac- 
ceflion of Rain which foaks: in, 
and diffolved Snows which mingle 
with it, it becomes lympid, f{weer, 
2nd wholfome. 

__ And by’ paffing through different 
Soils or Minerals, as Gold, Silver, An- 
timony, Copper, Lead, Tin, and I- 
ron, Vitriol, Nitre, Sulphur, Allom, 
and God only knows how many 


more, 
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more, it is impregnated by them, 
imbibes sy eRe and Vertues; 
befides what ufeful Qualities God 
may in his kind Providence infufe 


into them and communicate immedi- 


ately, torender them ufeful and be- 
neficial to Mankind: ef which no 
account can be given, but the good- 
nefs of him, who doth what ever he 
pleafeth in Heaven, in Earth, and af 
deep places, and worketh all things 
according to his own good Pleafure. 


But to fum up and reduce to or- 
der, this more lax Difcourfe, I will 
lay down thefe following Propo- 
fitions. 


1. "Tis demonftrable by Scripture, 
that God made the Fountains, 

2. He made them not as a_necefla- 
ry, but a voluntary Agent: they are 
not the produ& of his Nature, but 
his Will. 

3. The Knowledg we have of the

them and communicate to them 1m- 
mediately , many of thofe ufeful 
Qualities, by which they sai 
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fo beneneficial to Mankind. 

10. Laftly; whatgger fecond Cav- | 
fes they proceed from, or are rendred 
fit to be helpful and healthful by, that 
is no prejudice to the main Truth, 
that God makes them ; nor derogates 
ought from the Glory that is due to | 
him for the making of them, whe-« 
ther we confider them as ordinary 
Fountains for common ufe, or extra- -
